For the past several days Mrs, Wal- 
ter Worthlngton, who lives near-by 
has been missing chickens and Thurs- 
day Bii^t t^snty-fivo of her finest 
fowls dlsippaiynfl M^y morning 
she comphUned to 'Squire FTed Bauer 
and the Manchester bloodhounds were 
summoned. Captain Thurmond Sowers 
arrived within an hour and a half with 
his dogs and he together with Deputy 
Sheriff Devore and 'Squire Dauer, 
went to the Worthlngotn farm. The 
dogs inimedltely took a trail and went 
to a tenant house on ^e Coughlln 
farm where Thomu Gaakins and Carl 
Evans live.

MWk SaM to' Be PrMldent of Local 
Ceacera Again luTeiTPd— Drag 
Firai Found (Suilty. 

WHh the revocation by United 
States Commissioner Elijah Hogge of 
Morebead, Ky., at Covington Thurs- 
day of tho whisky ])crnilt held by the 
8. N. Well Drug Cumiiaiiy, tlio name of 
George Romue of Cinciriiiatl was 
brought i)romlnetuly into tin' iiroeed- 
ings. 

Mr. Remus, a lawyer, ot Chicago, 
camo to Cincinnati a year ago and 
bought tbe old Blaokman homestead at 
Eighth ^oet and Hermosa avenue, 
Price Hill. He at once began refitting 
the fine old residence. Upon comple- 
tion of the alterations he began enter- 
taining on a lavish scale While a 
lawyer, Mr. Remus practked hn pro- 
fession little and Is himself tlie client 
of a legal firm. 

Judge Hogge found the S, .V, Weil 
Drug Cuiiiiiany, formerly located at 
U'5 Park place, Covington, guilty of 
"forgery and conspiracy in unUwful 
whisky traftli," and ordered its per- 
mit canceled. He also ruled that the 
company must not be granted another 
permit tor one year. 

Not only did officials of the accused 
company fall to appear at the trial but 
they failed also to be represented by 
counsel. It was charged by the prose- 
cution that the Well ('Dnipauy, "unlaw- 
fully erased iiaiuos on whisky permits 
and substituted tho name of the S, X. 
Well Comjiany; that tlio company con- 
spired with George Remus, Cincinnati, 
President of the H. E. Poguu Distillery 
Company, Maysvllle, Ky., Illegally to 
divert whisky for unlawful purposes 
that had been intended for medicinal 
use." 

Affldlvlts also were submitted by 

tho prohibition 'enforcement ofllcers 
charging the Well Company with "aid- 
ing and abetting in the illegal diver- 
sion of whisky."

Harmon Is 2Ii years of age. Ho Is 
educated and a man of considerable 
ability. Ills unconcornedness of what 
has taken place and his frank state- 
ment that he could not live unless he 
lived with his wife comes from the 
bottom of his heart He adds that he 
wanta her to die, because he wants 
also to die and he does not want any- 
body else to h4.ve her. 

The revolver contained seven cham- 
bers and Harmon in his efforts had 
thrown his wife down, they liuving 
reached the outside of the home. He 
was over lier when John Wbttehurst a 
neighbor, climbed a fence, and pulled 
him from his wife. Harmon then re- 
entered tbe home and reloaded the re- 
volver, and those who gathered heard 
him firing.
